This is the story of a black child and his dog. The 
dog dreams thkt he grows in size and is able to help 
his master. 

2. , Out, Out , Out, Dial Press, I963. 

A pigeon flies in through a kitchen window and causes 
chaos until a little boy takes over and calmly solves 
the problem for the panicked adults. 

3. Amoss, Berta, the Sea , Parents Magazine Press, 1969* 

The adventures of a boy and a dog are illustrated with 
small cartoon drawings. One of the adventures takes the 
characters into the air by kite and a balloon. Then 
they make a rapid decent into a sand castle that they 
rebuild. 

4. Anderson, Laurie, The Packa^^e , Bobbs-Merrill Co., 1971. 

This is a mystery story done with black and v/hite pen 
and ink drawings. It is difficult to follow and under- 
stand. 

5. Angel, Marie, The Ark , Harper&Row, 1970. 

Not really a book but more of a fold-out strip with 
pictures of animals, 

6. Anno, Mitsumasa, Annoys Alphabet , Thomas Y. Crowell Co., 1975' 

Each letter of the alphabet looks as if it is carefully 
made of wood. Look again. Something is wrong with each 
letter. The letters are matched with an unusual picture 
and the border contains small pictures of things that 
begin with the letter. 

7. , Dr. Anno's Ma^^ical Midnight Circus , Weatherhill, 1972. 

This book has one page of explanation at the beginning. 

It is pure 'fantasy that stretches the imagination, A 
clov/n takes the reader on a tour of all of the circus 
acts . 

8. , Topsey Turvies, Weatherhill, 1970. 

Another imagination stretcher. This book has strange 
out of this world pictures and situations such as the 
ceiling being the floor. 

9. Ardizzone, Edward, The Wrong Side of Bed, Doubleday&Co. , 1970. 

This is a story about a little boy who has a bad day. 
His family is mad at him for spilling milk and repping 
his pants. To make up for his mistakes the boy takes his 
mother some flowers. 
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10. Aruego, Jo£3e, Look What I Can Do, Charles Scribner's Sons, 1971 

The book begins with one water buffalo saying to another, 
"Look v/l\at I can do". The second animal immitates the 
first and they have fun until they drop from exhaustion. 
At this point a third water buffalo arrives on the scene 
and says "Look what I can do". This is basically a word- 
less book except for the first and last pages. 

11. Asch, Frank, Blue Balloon , McGraw-Hill, 1972. 

A most unusual book. A boy has a balloon and it pops. 
The boy puts the balloon back together. Next the string 
pops and gets put back together. Finally the little boy 
pops and the balloon cries. The tears make a flower grow. 

12. , In the Eye of the Teddy , Harper&Row, 1973. 

This is the story of a chils's world as seen through the 
eyes of a teddy bear. 

13. Barton, Byron, Elephant , Seabury Press, 1971. 

A story about a little girl who dreams about imaginary 
elephants. 

14. Baum, Will, Birds of a Feather , Addison-Wesley Publishing, 1969 

A classic tale of pride and its fall. A small bird wishes 
to be different. He dresses up with hat feathers and is 
captured and put in a cage. When he takes off the feathers 
he is set free. Bright full color pictures. 

15. Billout, Guy, The Number 24, Dial Press, 1973. 

Story of a day dreaming man waiting for a bus. Numerous 
vehicles travel by him, each one colliding with the one 
in front of it. It shows that no amount of diseaster 
distracts this programmed modern man from his routine. 
Above the capacities of most children. 

16. Bolliger-Savelli, Antinella, The Knitted Cat , Macmillan Co., 

1972. 

A little girl knits a kitten but forgets to finish the 
tail. The cat walks around with a dangling string tail 
until the girl finishes her knitting. 

17. Carle, Eric, Do You Want to Be IVl^ Friend, Thomas Y. Crowell 

Co. , 1971. . , ■ 

A mouse is out looking for a friend but is asking all 
big animals. Finally the little mouse finds another 
mouse for a friend. 

18. , l See A Song , Thomas Y. Crowell Co., 1973. 

F story of a musician playing his violin. Bright colored 
forms begin to flov/ from his instrument and as his mood 
changes so do the forms coming from the violin. 
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19. , My Very First Book of Colors , Thomas Y. Crov/ell 

Co. , 197^. . ^- 

Each page is out into two parts. The top half is for- 
colbrs and the bottom is of different objects. The idea 
is to flip through the. pages and match the color to the 
correct object. 

20. My Very First Book of Shapes , Thomas Y. Crowell 

Co., 197^. . ^ 

This book operates on the same principle as Very First 
Book of Colors described above. 

21. , The Very Long Tail , Thomas Y. Crowell Co., 1972. 

This is a long fold out book. A tiny mouse follows a 

huge green tail looking for a friend. Each page introduces 

another tail. The page must be turned to see what animal 

the tail belongs to. Names of animals are printeil on 
the back of each picture. 

22. , T>ie Very Long Train , Thomas Y. Crowell Co., 1972. 
A fold out book featuring a train carrying different 
animals . 

23. Carrick, Donald, Drip Drop , Wacmillan Co., 1973. 

Story of a drop of v;ater that enters a house through a 
leak in the roof. The drop passes by the baby and wakes 
up the dog. On a sunny day the leak in IKe roof is fixed. 

2'i-. Carroll, Ruth, Chimp and C>iunp , Reynal, 1933. . , 

Monkeys escape fromTTTe zoo cage and get into miscnief 
before being caught. 

■:><, , Chimp and the Clown, Henry Z. Walck, 196B. 

— A chjmp dressed up as a baby is marching in a circus 
parade with a clown. The chimp gets away and _ has many 
adventures before the clown catches up with him. 

26. , Christmas Kitten, Henry Z. V/alck, 1970. 

— FTitten gets into the Christmas tree and the family 
tries to get her out. 

27. , The Dolphin and the Mermaid , Henry Z. Walck, 197^' 
A story~aHnut a mermaid, a dolphin, and their friends. 
The tranquility of the sea is interrupted by a diver, 
who captures the mermaid, and by a polluting family. 

28 ■ , Rolling Downhill, Henry Z. V/alck, 1973. 

— A kitten and a puppy get tangled up in a ball of yarn. 
They are carried through ponds, forests, and other 
animals homes. Lots of action.

A dog runs away and is chased into a rabbit hole. He 
makes friends v/ith the rabbits and then returns home.

A very different book that uses little cloth finger 

puppets that are attached to the book. Two puppets take 

turns being little and big.

Drawings are done in black and 

white. 

32. Chariot, Martin, Once Upon A Fish 00k , Weatherhill, 1972. 

A boy catches a small fish which in turn is swallowed 
by a larger more colorful fish, etc. Finally they all 
fall off his hook and he is left with a small dull fish. 

33. , Sunnyside U£, Weathex'hill , 1972. 

The story of a boy, a chicken and an egg. This story 
is difficult to follow and imderstand. 

34. Elzbieta, Little Mops and the Butterfly . Little Mops and 

the Moon, Little Mops at the Seashore , Doubleday&Co . , 19 
TTTeries of easy to follow simple stories. 

35. Espenscheid, Gertrude, The Oh Ball , Harper&Row, I966. 

The story of how a ball loses and regains its freedom 
in the courtyard of a prince. 

36. Fromm, Lilo, Muff el and Plumbs, Macmillan Co., 1973- 

A lion and a rabbit are room mates. Th.is is the story 
of their friendship. It is done in black and white 
cartoons . 

37. Fuchs, Erich, Journey to the Moon, Delacorte Press, 1969. 

Story about an astronaut and his space trip. All done 
in the abstract. 

38. Goodall, John, Adventures of Paddy Pork, Harcourt Brace 

World, 1968. . 

A pig runs off to join the circus. He has several 
adventures and finally returns home.

In front of ouch photograph is a blank 
page with a square cut in it, thus revealing a small 
portion of the photograph. After each photograph is 
another of the same object but taken at a distance. It 
is a lo"": of fun trying to guess what the photographs are 
by looking through the small square hole.

A counting book using black and white photographs. 
An excellent book. 

51. , Shapes and Things , Macmillan Co., 1970. 

White shapes on a black background are used here. The 
various items included are kitchen utensils, sewing items 
and food items. 

52. Hogrogian, Nonny, Apples , Macmillan Co., 1972. 

A boy and animals eat apples and drop cores in the field 
and an orchard slowly grows there. 

53. Hutchins, Pat, Chan,!?:es Changes , Macmillan Co., 1971. 

Dolls and their blocks build a house. 'There is a fire 
so they use the blocks to build a fire engine. Too much 
water causes a flood so they re-arrange the blocks into a 
boat and so it goes until they have a new house.
